The cause of bunion is the habit of 
wearing shoes that do not conform 
even reasouably well with the shape 
The main fault 
in such shoes is that the soles are 
pointed, unlike any human foot that 
ever grew. The next fault is that the 
shoes force abduction upon the toes; 
that is, instea’’ of having straight or 
nearly straight inner borders from 
heel to tip of great toe the forward 
part of the shoe is twisted or turned 
outward and the toes have to follow 
if the customer wears the freak shoes. 

Bunion is essentially a partial dis- 
location of the great toe joint, with 
thickening of the ends of the bones of 
the joint and usually an inflamed or 
infected bursa upon the joint. 

If taken before the joint has quite 
lost its function and form, incipient 
or beginning bunion may be cured by 
discarding all unhygienic shoes; ra- 
ther than by going without shoes, or 
wearing only hygienic footwear. Es- 
tablished bunion can be cured only by 
operation, excision of the thickened 
head of the nearer bone of the joint, 
removal of the infected bursa, and re- 
tention of the joint in suitable dress- 
ing for two weeks. 

For the palliation of pain and sore- 
ness, any moist evaporating lotion 
such as witch hazel may be applied on 
compresses over night.

~Calcium Lactate for Migraine. 
The calcium treatment seems to 
have helped me. Formerly I suf- 
fered half a dozen or more at- 
tacks of migraine a year. I now 
have one or two headaches, and 
while I don't escape the hea:laches 
altogether I can usually stop it 
by taking calcium lactate for sev- 
eral days. I take 10 grains three 
times daily. This has been a 
wonderful help to me, as I used 
to live in dread of the head- 
aches. (Mrs. H. B. D.) 
Answer.—At least it does no harm, 
unless the medicine upsets the diges- 
tion, and if it is taken in a glassful 
of water or immediately followed with 
a large drink, and not on an empty 
stomach, it is unlikely to do that. Vic- 
tims of migraine (periodical one-sided 
sick headaches, ushered in with char- 
acteristic aura or premonitory flashes 
of scintillating spectra) should take 
the calcium lactate two or three times 
daily, say 10 grains twice a day, over 
a period of 10 weeks, to determine 
whether it can do good. have no

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CONGRESS OPENS 
SESSION TODAY. 


Washington, April 14.—The con- 
gress elected last November will con- 
vene tomorrow at the call of Presi- 
dent Hoover for the consideration of 
farm relief and tariff revision. 

It will be the first extraordinary 
session of congress since 1922, and it 
was called in compliance with a prom- 
ive made by Herbert. Hoover in the 
closing days of the national campaign. 

Both the senate and house are rich 
in republican majorities and the party 
leaders announced their determination 
today to stand by the suggestion of

In the early days of the republic it 
was customary for the president to 
deliver his annual message in persen, 
but this practice gradually was aban- 
doned until revived by Woodrow Wil- 
don, who chose this method of deliver- 
ing many of his stirring war messages. 

Warren G. Harding, who followed 
him in office, also adopted the practice

Abandons Policy.

PEWS PRILLIFE. were enrolled 
in the high schools, and today there 
are 14,000, including the junior high 
schools." This shows that the great- 
eat improvement in thé schools lies in 
their’ increasing power to hold stu- 
dents. The practice of leaving school 
after finishing the grammar grades 
haa been largely corrected, as shown 
by 1 — statement. n 

‘There are more students in the sen- 
lor high schools today, despite the 
udded year because of the junior high 
schools, than there were when the four- 
year course was current,’ Mr. Sutton 
went on to say. 

When asked how he would feel when 
he displayed the schools to the N. E. 
A., which holds its convention here 
during June and July, he said tre 
would proudly display the teathers the 
students and the work, but would have 
to be apologetic concerning the public 
Support. 

“Although pitblie sentiment for 
schools is greater than it was ten 
years ago, it is far from what it 
ought to be,” orth, ey stated. The 
state of Georgia Tu 1926, for cos- 
metics, perfumes, theaters, confec- 
tienery, sporting goods and the like 
paid $73,006,302, and for educational 
purposes, $20,608,185, The city of 
Atlanta alove paid nine and one-half 
times as much for passenger automo 
biles as it did for education.” 

Professor Sutton said that students 
are doing far better work than those 
of the same grades ten years ago. 
“This,” he said, “is an established 
fact, proved by standard tests given 
in all grades.” 

“Do too many socialistic studies 
cause the fundamental studies. to 
neglected?” he was asked. 

“No,” he replied. “For a student 
to have lighter studies, such as music 
and physical training, a greater in- 
terest is taken in the basic studies.“ 

Disensasing the junior high schools, 
’rofessor Sutton Said that they are 
no longer an experiment, but a given 
fact, the main purpose being to take 
care of the adolescent. From 800 
cities and towns that adopted the 
junior high plan. only one went back 
toe the old method. Although full 
student government iy impossible, the 
junior highs enable the student to 
participate in running the school, 
making bim a better citizen. 

Concerning the extra year in the 
venior high schools, he said that it 
developed the student inasmuch as it 
gave him more knowledge, gave bim 
more time to mature, and reduced 
the number of college failures by 50 
er cent. Every college report is in 
avor of this. 

Professor Sutton stated that as the 
prevalent college course of study is 
too much for the average studant, 
the colleges should adopt a more 
democratic curriculum, so that the 
ambitious ‘bey or girl could go to 
college. This change would be worth 
more to the student and to the state 
than the system in effect today, the 
auperintendent said. 

And last, concerning the coeduca- 
tional question in the senior high 
schools, L'rofeesor Sutton stated that 
while scientific research gave no 
opinion one way or the other, he per- 
aonally preferred the separate schools 
lor boys and girls.

Work in Disasters Not 

Limited to United States, 
16 Foreign Countries Re- 
ceiving Aid in 1928.

“To continue and carry on a s- 
tem of national and 
lief in time of peace and to apply the 
same in miti- 
gating the suf- 
fering caused 
by pestilence, 
famine, fire, 
floods and oth- 
er national ca- 
lamities, and to 
devise and car- 
ry on measures 
for preventing 
the same.“ is a 
clause in the 
congressional 
harter of the 
American Red 
Cross which has 
hecome the dis- 
aster relief organization of the United 
States. 

Certain problems, such as the pro- 
tection of persons and property and 
the preservation of law and order, 
are handled by the city or county gov- 
ernment. The work of the Red Cross 
is the relief of families or individuals. 


Preparation for Emergencies. 


The most vital part of the disaster 
relief work is preparedness for the 
emergencies so often arising. As no 
section of the country is immune from 
calamities, every ‘chapter has trained, 
efficient workers ready to answer the 
call of humanity. A committee on 
‘lisaster preparedness and relief is 
formed of prominent persons repre- 
senting various local organizations, 
and à plan for isaster relief is 
worked out and kept up to date. 
Whe.. disaster strikes, all members 
of the committee report immediately 
to headquarters for instructions, They, 
with their subcommittees, then move 
into action and promptly take steps 
to see that the necessary food, cloth- 
ing. metical aid. shelter, and other 
needs are given the disaster sufferers. 
The national headquarters at Wash- 
ington is notified at once by telephone 
or telegraph of the disaster. 

The mayor of a community. through 
the request of the chapter chairman, 
issues a proclamation designating the 
American Red Cross as the official 
relief agency for the emergency. 

Housing or Refugees. 

Tents are set up, if possible, other- 
wise the sufferers are housed in pub- 
lie buildings. All the supplies arg 
kept in warehouses or tents to 
used as needed. A huge kitchen is 
used to cook and serve food to the 
homeless, Relief headquarters are 
established as near the scene of dis- 
aster as possible. 

Local organizations usually freely 
submit their aid to the Red Croas, 
and telephone, radio, and other forms 
of communication are provided free 
of charge. The president of the Unit- 
el States, who also is president of the 
American Red Cross, extends every 
governmental assistance possible to 
the releif organization, although this 
is entirely the responsibility of the 
Red Cross. 

Experienced workers are dispatched 
from national headquarters to make 
a quick survey of the devastated area 
and to determine the scope of the dis- 
aster, the points where, relief is im- 
mediately urgent and the probable size 
of the relief fund needed. A report 
is made, including the fcllowing: 
Number of persons dead. number 
injured, number temporarily homeless, 
number of homes destroyed. number 
damaged, and number of families af- 


fected. 
Funds Ratsed. 


All the chapters in the section of 
the devastated area, and any others, 
at the request of national headquar- 
ters, raise funda which are sent to 
Washington. The public is appealed 
io only when the funds raised are 
insufficient. Any surplus amount is 
kept in the national treasury to be 
used for relief during other disasters. 
All families suffering from the dis- 
aster are registered and Red Cross 
workers investigate the cases. The 
Red Croas policy is that only families 
suffering from the disaster will be 
considered, and that need, not loss, 
is the only basis fop relief. 

Then rehabilitation work begins. 
omes are built for the homeless, 
damaged homes are repaired. and the

to kee» down epidemics such as ty- 
phoid fever, so common after floods, 
expecially in swampy sections. Inocu- 
lations are given. and the health con- 
ditions of the sufferers protected as 
much as possible. 


Farmers Hardest Hit. 


Disasters occur more frequently in 
the agricultural section than ele- 
where, and the damage is of a more 
serious nature. because the farmers 
have no way of earning a ring other 
than raising crope. Seed must be 
furnished them and they must de 
maintained until their oe to 
tring a return. This ta a long 
time; after the Mississippi in 
1927 the sufferers had to be ee 
during the spring and summer. n 
the fall of 1927 Vermont was flooded: 
the reconstruction work did not end 
until the spring of 2 being 
tarded by the New England winter 

American Red Cross disaster relief 
work is not limited to the United 
States; in 1928 the Red Cross gave 
aid to 16 countries abroad 
20 disasters.

The whole reason lies in the 
poor condition of southern roads, Aft- 
er the cotton is harvestéd it may re- 
main in the storehouse for weeks ur 
months before marketing because of it 
imperishable nature. If it rains a 
few days, a week or a month, and the 
unpaved roads are unpassable. the 
farmer's cotton is unharmed. Where- 
as, if be had raised fruits or vege- 
tables his crops would have been 
ruined. One day of delay will mean 
many dollars’ loss due to spoiling and 
rotting of his produce. 

The farmer does not raise cotton 
because it pays him more than other 
crops would. Road conditions give 
him no other choice. The production 
of cotton is really high in comparison 
other farm crops. The cotton 
crop is one that requires a highly 
unbalanced supply of labor. Labor- 
saving machinery, has been applied far 
less extensively id picking cotton than 
in harvesting the other staple crops. 
Two or three times as much labor is 
required, for example, to grow and 
pick an acre of cotten as to culti- 
vate and harvest an acre of corn. 

Paved highways would tend to di- 
versify farming. Other crops would 
pay the farmer more if e roads 
would permit him to transport them 
to the market regularly. The weath- 
er is uncertain, if the roads are not 
paved, the farmer's ability to get his 
wroduce to the market is uncertain.

He must raise the crop that will bring 
him the „ oss net proft.

Cotton is the crop because it la 
imperishable, may lay in the store 
house until the roads are in condi- 
tion for transportation. but if it 
sent on over*the bad roads it is easier 
carried than other product.

First, at a specified period during 
each term, the pupils are thoroughly 
examined by the school physician, who 
immediately sends each parent a re- 
port of his child’s physical condition. 
In case medical attention is reces- 
sary, when the parents are not able 
to have the matter attended to they 
may take the child to the clinic, 
where they pay only for the materials 
used. If the situation.is more serious 
the patient may be taken to a ward 
at Grady hospital, where he will re- 
ceive, free of charge, the services of 
Atlanta’s finest specialists. This meth- 
od of bringing about the detection 
and correction of physical defects of 
school pupils has served and will con- 
tinue to serve to minimize the limita- 
tions of handieapped children. 


; lk for Students. 
Another of the city’s activities is 


dents in schools where malnutrition is 
prevalent. This plan has proved suc 
cessful in improving the pupils phys 
ically and in making them better fitted 
to meet their school requirements, In 
most schools each pupil is given a 
health chart on which he tabulates 
his daily progress.

Other Settlements. 

Veering still further westward we 
come to the Spanish, Italian and 
Greek communities—whether by inter- 
est or accident these people rub shoul- 
ders as neighbors in the new land 
just as they nestled close around the 
Mediterranean in the homeland. 

They, too, are seeking the economic 
advantages of their adopted home. 
Wise in their generation they are buy- 
ing the well-built old houses for al- 
most & song. They have converted the 
immense rooms into smaller ones, thus 
making each house into a two or 
three-family apartment. The owner 
has his own home and his rents pay 
for his property in a few years. 

These people are a laughing, pleas- 
dre-loving lot. They are fond of bright 
colors, good music, and their homes 
are marvels of cleanliness. The chil- 
dren, too, are beautiful and very in- 
telligent. There we are also offered 
refreshments—a conserve just brought 
from the homeland by a little bride. 
It is made of orangeblossoms, honey 
and pistachio nutse—a food for the 


gods. 
Nationalities Scattered. 

We visit otber nationalities in 
homes scattered throughout the city. 
Germans seem to seek the outskirts 
and engage in horticultural persuits. 
They are very friendly and seem so 
wholesome and contented. It seems 
that we do nothing but eat on our 
route, but we cannot refuse our prett 
hostess, so in we go to lunch. I shall 
never forget that delicious noodle 


soup. 

The small Armentan population are 
all connoiseurs of the products of the 
Far East, beautiful oriental rugs and 
jewelry. 

The French are an exceedingly cul- 
‘tured addition to the city, as is also 
the native Russian. | 
The Chinese population tends to its 
own business and our laundry needs. 
I am told there are five Filipinos 
and several Japanese among our citi- 
zenry. The Scandinavian group is 
made up of several fair-skinned, light- 
haired Swedish and Finnish families. 
Other Little Groups. 
There are Dutch and Swiss families 
and some from the Emerald Isle, also 
several from Austria and Hungary. 
Each little group has its church or 
synagogue. 

Many races have brought their gifts 
of mind and heart to 2 their 
chosen home out of all the eities of 
the world. 

Let us encourage them always to 
keep the best of their native land and 
adopt as their own the ideals of 
America.

Is Still. F avorite 
Of the People

He was made an excellent Eng- 
lish scholar by sound thrashings 
from his teacher and at the age of 
10 he was considered a critic in sub- 
stantives, verbs, and participles. Burns 
owed much of his childish joy to the 
stories of an old woman who resided 
in the family and who had a remark- 
able collection of tales and songs 
about the people of, her imagination. 
She cultivated latent seeds of poetry 
and stimulated his imagination. 

Experience of Love. 

In his 15th year he was given for 
a partner at the annual harvesting a 
bewitching creature, and it was this

maid who gave him the new experi- 


ence of love, which led to his immor- 
tu! poetry. 

In his autobiography Burns speaks 
of the ,increasing hardships of his 
life and the ever-present drudgery. 
His father had moved to a larger 
farm and Burns saw in his father's 
new situation a life of perpetual 
labor. ; 

He planned to go to Jamaica, but 
delayed his departure that he might 
publish the poems he had produced. 
He weighed his productions as impar- 
tially as he could and believed that 
they had merit. He enjoyed the idea 
that he woukl be called a clever fellow 
after he had left. 

He received a sum sufficient for 
sailing, when Dr. Blacklock, a friend, 
sent him a letter opening new pros- 
peets for his poetical ambitions. He 
hastened to. Edinburgh without any 
plans, but he became the favorite of 
society. The second winter proved so- 
ciety fickle, so he bitterly departed 
for home with plans to return to 
the soil. 

Burns married the faithful Jean 
Armour. and then spent the last few 
years of his life in dissipation, with 
an occasional interlude, when the 
sparks of genius came to the surface. 
He died in 1796. 


His Immortal Songs. 


Burns’ genius reached its height in 
his_seng writing. One lyric written 
to Jessie Lewaro, who uursed him, 
is set to Mendelssohn's music. His 
poems, “Tam O'Shanter” and “The 
Cotter's Saturday Night,” are true. 
aympathetie pictures of rural Scotland 
in the 18th century. “Highland 
Mary and Thou Lingering Star” are 
filled with the essence of tenderness 
and love for a lost lassie. “For A’ 
That And A’ That” embodies unia- 
tentionally the heritage of Americans 
of today. 

Burns loved the religion of nature, 
and everything that he wrote has the 
flavor of the soil.

define it. Probably the most perfect 

definition ever given was that of Sid- 

ney Lanier, who said, “Music is love 
in search of.a word.” 

Let us reviéw. a little of the history 
of music: 

It is difficult to say just where the 
first musical scale originated. The 
earliest known scale is that of the 
Chinese race. It varied greatly from 
our own, in tbat it descended rather 
than ascended, However, Chinese mu- 
sic had little real effect on the de- 
velopment of our music. 

Mhants Still in Use. i 

The early Christian church was our 
true means of preserving the first 
written music. ‘he chants used in 
the services of the Roman churches 
were written by priests and the few 
musicians of that time. They were 
made into manuscript form and some 
of these same chants are sung in the 
churches of today. . 

In the year 1056, Guido d' Arezzo, 
a Benedictine monk of Arezzo, invent- 
ed a form called Solmissotion or the 
process of reading scales by the syl- 
lables, ut, re. mi, fa, sol, la, taken 
originally from the initial syllables of 
the lines of an ancient hymn to John 
the Baptist. Because of these mm 
forms, Guido d' Arezzo was called the 
“Father of Music.” 

Up until the time of the inventions 
of Guido, musical development had 
been mainly in the monasteries. About 
the 12th or 13th century, however, 
much interest was shown in secular 
music. The folk songs, characteristic 
of different nationalities, were great- 
ly used. During the age of chivalry 
there also were minstrels and trouba- 
dors or traveling singers. In Ger- 
many and Austria they were known as 
minnesingers and later, in the 15th 
century, as meistersingers. 

A New Era Begins. 

This brings us up to the beginning 
of a new era in t musical world. 
It was in the 15th and 16th centuries 
that musicians began te be known 
and recognized for their individual ef- 
forts. Probably the most famous of 
them, at that time, was Giovanni Pier- 
liugi, known as Palestrina, whose 
fame came as a result of his “Mass 
of Pope Marcellus.” 

From this illustrious background 
sprang the great writers of music 80 
familiar to us today, Chopin, Schu- 
mann. Bach, Beethoven, Rubinstein 
and many ethers. We are familiar 
with their compositions and, in school, 
we study their lines. 

Taught. 


Children of the present age are 
taught from earliest childhood real 
musical appreciation. In school they 
are guided by expert ers, they 
learn the fundamental points and ac- 
quire a musical foundation that is of 
benefit to them throughout their lives.

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Changes in Routing of Three 


Lines Announced to Aid 
Traffic Relief. 


As a primary step toward equaliza- 
tion of the heavy do n traffic 
made possible by openiag_of the new 
Pryor street viaduct; announcement 
was made Monday by the Georgia 
Power Company that, effective Tues- 
day. routings of street cars on three 
principal lines will be changed. 

The lines to be given mew routings 
are the Inman Park-Georgia Avenue, 
Piedmont Avenue- Washington Street 
and the West Peachtree-Grant Park 
lines,. the first two of which, begin- 
ning Tuesday, will run directly’ across 
the new viaduct from Edgewood ave- 
nue, thus shortening considerably the 
distance. while the West Peachtrée- 
Grant Park line will operate over 
Broad street from its intersection with 
Peachtree street to Hunter street. 

Under the plan of the new routing, 
Inman Park-Georgia Avenue cars, 
southbound, wil? run directly from 
Edgewood avenue across the Pryor 
street viaduct, and out Pryor street. 
instead of the old route of Edgewood 
avenue, Marietta street, to Broad, to 
Alabama, to Pryor. 

The Piedmont Avenue Washington 
Street cars will be routed directly 
from Edgewood avenue across the new 
viaduct, thence to Mitchell, and to 
Washington streets. At present they 


verses Pine to.Peachtree, to Ivy, to 
Edgewood, to Marietta, to Broad, to 
Hunter. to Washington. 

On the West Peachtree-Grant Park 
line, cars will be routed over Peach- 
tree to Broad, to Hunter, instead of 
the old course which traversed the 
busiest sections of Peachtree and 
Whitehall streets to Hunter. This 
routing, it is expected, will greatly 
aid in relieving the prevailing heavy 
traffic on Peachtree, Forsyth and 
Whitehall.

In addition, 
the company spent $450,000 in re- 
building mains. tracks and other 
equipment in the viaduct zoneé. Ex-

— week there has n heavy sell- 
nig of copper shares. Producers of 
the metal are still sold out for three 
months to come. But consumers who 
bought at a lower figure than the 24 
cents recently quoted, turned sellers, 
breaking the price of the metal. Evi- 
dently consumers of copper metal 
buying at a lower figure than re- 
cently quoted, decided to take profits 
in their holdings of metal rather than 
take the risk of manufacturing 
profits. 

Only a few days ago, copper pro- 
ducers appeared to be holding a strong 
position. Production was being held 
down while consumers were climbing 
over each other in bidding up prices 
against themselves to get deliveries. 

uch higher prices were being pre- 
dicted by producers. Over night, 
however, the Whole situation changed 
because of the metal thrown on the 


‘market by consumers who had bouglit 


at lower prices. This is exactly what 
people with long experience had pre- 
dicted. What has just happened in 
the market for copper has happened 
before in sugar. in rubber, in coffee 
and in oil. Efforts at artificial con- 
trol of markets, while appearing suc- 
cessful for a tinie, break dovn in 
the end. . 

Suffering from long continued over- 
production stimulated by war-time 


und after-war boom demand, produc- 


ers of copper recently got together 
in an agreement to curtail produc- 
tion. With the world demand large 
und steadily increasing, the runaway 
market recently witnessed was the 
natural outcome. That buyers of cop- 
per months agp at lower prices should 
take speculative profits was also the 
natural outcome. 

Until stopped a few days ago by 
the attorney-general, oil producers 
encouraged by what has happened in 
the copper market the past year, were 
about to put into effect a world-wide 
curtailment agreement. Oil producers 
in this country now have something 
like $3,000,000,000 tied up in oil in 
storage. Only a few years ago gov- 
ernment officials estimated that the 
world's supply of oil would be ex- 
hausted in a matter of a compara- 
tively few years. The reply of the 
oil producers was to raise and spend 
hundreds of millions of dollars in 
opening up new oll fields, thus en- 


_couraging what is now called bootles 


drilling. The net result is that for 
the time being there has been a great 
overproduction of crude oil with $5,- 
000,000,000 worth of excess oil in 
storage and, consequently, with the 
big producers afraid to cut prices to 
stop bootleg drilling of new wells. 

Thus we have a atriking example 
in copper of unrestrained curtailinent 
of production breaking down and, at 
the same time, a serious situation in 
oil where there was unstrained over- 
In neither case was the 
much feared Sherman anti-trust law 
against agreements in restraint of 
trade a factor. In brief. natural laws 
worked more effectively than the Sher- 
man act, 

In the case of oil it is admitted on 


than any other mdustry in solving 
the problem new confronting copper 
and oil. The Steel Corporation was 
formed in 1901 when the steel industry 
was recovering from demoralized con- 
ditions created by unrestrained compe- 
tion and price cutting. Taking over 
most of the important mills then in 
the industry, the Steel Corporation 
ended ruinous competition and price 
cutting.

When such conditions prevailed, Gary 
openly never lost an opportunity of 
telling steel producers and the public 
in general that a great mistake is made 
in permitting runaway markets. Gary 
argued that stability of selling prices 
would bring about more prosperity in 
the long run than large profits quickly 
made by advancing prices. Moreover, 
during the war and after war-boom 
period, Gary practiced what he preach- 
ed. Because of existing conditions the

Moscow. Idaho, April 14.—UP))—A 
gift of $55,000 from Salmon O. Levin- 
son, Chicago attorney and prominent 
peace advocate, for the establishment 
of a “William Edgar Borah Outlawry 
ok War Foundation“ at the University 
of Idaho, was announced ‘here today 
by Dr. Frederick J. Kelly, president 
of the university.

Upon the basis of the latest cen- 
sus returns it is estimated that there 
are abqut 45,000,000 men, women and 
children in the United States who 
are gainfully employed. 

By those who have investigated the 
matter it is also frequently assertsi 
that some 15,000,000 or 20,000,000 
persons are now interested in the 
security market as speculators or in- 
vestors.. 

If these figures are accurate, and 
they are generally accepted, it 18 
clear that the speculators must in- 
clude virtually all of the well-to-do 
among the employed and it is not 


surprising that the business men of 
the country are pre-occupied with the 
news from the stock exchanges and 
the money market. 


Last week money was a_ shaile 
easier, and the stock market was 
somewhat quieter, but the probability 
of bearish accidents at high altitudes 
was emphasized by the detline in the 
stocks of traction companies which 
serve New York city, when the su- 
preme court handed down a decision 
which was construed as adverse to 
a 7c fare. The value of Interborough 
stock, for instance, was nearly cut 
in half, and the other traction com- 
panies followed suit. 

Cause Decline. 

Of course, the decision would have 
caused a decline at _ time, but ex- 
perienced judges of the market say 
that the drop would have been less 
severe if it had occurred four or five 
weeks ago when bullish enthusiasm 
was at its height. 

The truth is that the mathematics 
and psychology of the speculator are 
so interwoven that his reaction t» 
current developments is unpredictable, 
and allowances must alway3 be made 
for what might be called the twilight 
zone of emotio&, by which all specula- 
tive operators Are surrounded. 

The atmosphere of this zone has 
become murky of late, and a revival of 
the optimistic spirit seems unlikely 
until there bas been a substantial re- 
duction in the volume of brokers’ 
loans, and call money is somewhat 
easier. 

Last Thursday's statement of the 
federal reserve banks showed that 
they are making progress in their «f- 
forts to keep fresh credit out of the 
securities markets, for brokers’ loans 
were reduced by another $135,00U,- 
OOO. Since the warning issued on 
February 7, loans made to brokers 
by banks have declined half a bil- 
lion dollars, but those made by “oth- 
ers have increased $260,000,000; 
and probably the authorities con- 
sider that they still have a long way 
to go before they will be justified 


in taking steps to ease the present | ne. 


tightness of credit. 

The gold movement of course has 
a great bearing on the situation and 
last week's net receipts of $31,522,- 
000, including that released from ear- 
mark for export, were sensational. 
But it is still too early to conclude 
that the total : ovement will be either 
large enough, or so ineffectively dis- 
posed by the banks, as to re-enthuse 
speculation. 

ä Quieter Markets. 

Quieter stock m sets and a more 
conservative interpretation of the 
news are, therefore, to be expected 
for the present, and the question that 
most business men are now asking 1s 
will the quietude of speculation heip 
or harm what is called general busi- 
ness, to differentiate it from the pur— 
chase and sale of stocks and bonds? 

In answering this question a rea- 
soned and reasonable optimism seems 
warranted, but there are some spots 
in the commercial situation that may 
become foci of irritation unless cor- 
rective measures are speedily applied. 

One of these spots is copper. Co>- 
per mining is a very old industrs. 
There are mines in Spain—the Rio 


Cartheginians and supplied Rome with 
the metal:in the time of the Caesars. 
The chequered financial career of 
these mines epitomizes the alterna- 
tions between prosperity and depres- 
sion of this ancient industry. 
Because production of copper seemed 
to be easily controllable, numerous at- 
tempts to keep prices up are recorded. 
Nearly all of them have been failures, 


— many of them have caused serious 
crises. 

The deduction from the foregoing is 
that last week's sensational decline 
from 24 to 191-4 cents for copper 
comes none too early, and possibly too 
late, to avert over-production. 


Over-Production. 


In the steel industry and the auto- 
mobile industry there are also some 
signs of over-production as a result 
of the capacity meg gee that have 
been the rule for the last three or four 
months. The automobile makers are 
already buying slightly less steel, and 
although the mills entered April with 
larger unfilled orders than they had 
a month earlier, sone of the producers 
say that a recession is likely to begin 
within a month or so. 

Observers of the industry say it has 
already passed its production peak, 
having accumulated as largerstocks as 
seems wise against the spring demand. 

The cotton textile industry, which 
was operating at a record rate, is also 
involved in a trouble that is something 
of a novelty in the south, where the 
operatives in several important eot- 
ton mills have gone on strike, thereby 
encouraging their fellow workers to 
join the unions, whose organization 
seems to have made remarkable and 
unsuspected progress of late. But the 
zone of disturbance is limited and the 
mills have the largest unfilled orders 
in a year or more. 

Finally, building is still a laggard. 
Contracts awarded in March were 18 
per cent less than a year ago, actofd- 
ing to the F. W. Dodge Corporation, 
and the first quarter fell 15 per cent 
behind. But there are signs of better 
times ahead for this industry. One is 
that the total of new security issues 
for the first quarter broke all records 
by a wide margin, and whether the 
money is raised by stocks or bonds 
the proceeds eventually find their way 
mostly into construction, Another is 
that contemplated work reported and 
permits issued during Marck were 
slightly larger than a year ago for the 
first time in several months. 

Distributive trade is excellent and 
489 department stores had average 
daily sales in March 10 per cent 
larger than last year. Car loadings 
continue to run larger and in all the 
industrial world there are few reason- 
able complaints of the volume of busi- 


. 
No Accumulations. 

If there are excessive accumulations 
of goods anywhere the fact ought to 
be more obvious to manufacturers than 
to anyone elsé, for they must exist in 
their own or their dealers’ hands, As 
there has been little speculative dis- 
tention in the commodity markets 
where futures are dealt in there are 
no accumulated stocks or holdings to 
liquidate. The price trend upon the 
whole is sideways, for last week at 
least part of the decline of the pre- 
vious week or two was recovered in 
grains, sugar, coffee and silk, while 
cotton and rubber held steady. In the 
grains and cotton the market is un- 
der the sway of crop news and the 
fireworks may be turned on in either 
at any time. 

In the general news there is little 
that is disturbing except to those who
